The governor's finan- 
cial statement given to I. Newt Brown 
lie secretary-treasurer of the state 
board of agriculture, showed liabili- 
ties of $537,000. 


The statement was given to Brown 


shortly before .$155,000 of 
the 


board's funds were turned over to 
McCray.

tation. 'A little care in storing woolen 
stnffs .and furs now or'later when 
winter clothing is laid awayrtnay 
prevent much1* damage -and'-.-remoye 
the fear and anxiety of anticipating 
moth-eaten garments' a's next winter 
approaches. Brushing, airing, clean- 
ing and careful and properxstorage 
are the best safeguards against the 
clothes moth,' says Purdue Univer- 
sity entomologists. 


Garments to be stored for the 


summer should be brushed thorough- 
ly and hung out-flif-doors' for; j a 
day exposed to the sunfand 'wind. 
Be sure to Imish under labels-and 
cuffs,, in pockets, -and .'other places 
where dust may collect. The'closer 
in which the clothes lire to be kept 
should be thoroughly clean.' ^They 
should then be 'wrapped carefully -in 
strong brown' paper and placed in 
pasteboard boxes sealed, with gum 
paper, in paper bags which are sold
